In computing the cost of script letters such the white enamel, style 12; Vitragold, style 123 and 
* lat Glass, style 120, it is necessary to draw a full size sketch. 

The capitals are generally three times the size of the lower case letters. Letters that extend 
above or below the base lines, such as "f", "g", "h", "j", etc., are generally twice the size of the re- 
gular letters, "a", "e", "c", etc. 

Each letter is measured the longest way or across the greatest dimension as shown by the arrows 
in the above illustration. 

Two piece capitals like the above capital "T" are measured as shown. The cross bar and 
the vertical stroke are measured separately. 

THIS METHOD IS NOT USED FOR CONVEX GOLD GLASS SCRIPT LETTERS OR GOLD 
FOIL LETTERS, STYLES 57 AND 64.

DIRECTIONS FOR APPLYING FOIL SIGN LETTERS 
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To letter Windows, Transoms, etc., first clean the glass thoroughly on the inside, then find the 
center from the right to the left and mark with a. piece of chalk on the outside. If the letters are to be 
placed in a curve, use a piece of twine attached to a piece of chalk and holding the twine with one hand 
mark the glass on the outside where the bottom of the letters should come (see Figure 1.) The straight 
lines may be made with a chalk line or a straight edge. 

Before you apply the letters, lay them face down on a table or other smooth surface, spacing 
them carefully as they are to appear on the glass, as shown in Figure 2. Now proceed to apply the 
letters. Beginning with the upper line, take the letter nearest the center, lay it on a piece of cardboard 

and give the face a liberal coat of varnish, using a camel hair 
brush. 

Brushes and varnish are listed on page thirteen. 

Place the letter in position on the window and rub it down 
close to the glass with the fingers. Apply the next letter in the 
same manner, and so on, until all the first line are on. Go 
to the front of the window to see if all are in their proper 
positions; if so take a clean piece of paper (manila is best), 
place it over the letters and with a burnisher carefully smooth 
them down, as shown in Figure 5. The letters may be moved 
a little, if necessary. In case a letter has been taken off, it 
must have another coat of vanish before replacing. After the 
letters are all in their proper places, go over them carefully 
with the paper and burnisher. 

Take a piece of soft cloth and clean the varnish from the 
glass. If it has become sticky, wet the cloth with kerosene 
oil and it can be removed easily. Now go over the letters 
again with the paper and burnisher to make sure they are all 
down close to the glass. Clean the glass again, and they are 
now ready to be varnished, which is done by varnishing around 
the edge of the letters with a small camel hair brush, using a 
good quality of varnish — Spar is best. Let the brush run over 
on the glass slightly, which will seal up the edges and make 
the sign durable. 

It is necessary that a liberal amount of varnish be used 
to force out the air from under the letters, otherwise small 
white air spots will appear in the shading- It is also necessary 
to burnish the letters close to the glass and that all parts of 
the letters are down smooth, otherwise the letters are apt to 
be displaced in cleaning the window. The Varnish dries slowly, 
therefore the window should not be washed for at least three 
days after the lettering.

The burnisher is made from a piece of cigar box wood, 5x1^ inches, with the 
ends sandpapered smooth, or a stiff piece of cardboard. 

Use Damar, No. 1 Coach or any good varnish outside; varnish thinned with tur- 
pentine, for applying the letters to the glass. Use two-thirds varnish, one -third 
turpentine.

Wet the inside of the window with water and smooth on sheet foil so as to cover the entire 
space the letters are to occupy. After the foil has been loosely attached to the glass with water, hold 
two or three sheets of newspaper over the foil and with edge of a piece of cigar box smooth all bubbles 
and wrinkles out of the foil. 

Snap chalk lines on the foil to show the top and bottom lines of the letters. 

Place the patterns in their proper positions and cut a double line in the foil with bow spring di- 
viders. The points of the dividers should be set twice the width of the flanges of the letters. 

Remove the narrow ribbon of foil made by cuting around the edges of the patterns being careful 
not to disturb the remaining foil. 

With a stiff brush, flow a coat of No. 328 cement on the glass exposed by removing the ribbons 

of foil. 

Remove the foil letters formed by cutting around the patterns. 

After the cement has dried sufficiently to become "tacky," place the letter in position and press 
the flanges down with the blade of a screw driver. Do not press hard enough to spring the letter. 
IF SIGN IS TO HAVE A CLEAR BACKGROUND. 

After all of the letters are in place, flow a generous coat of No. 329 cement over the entire backs 
of the letters onto the narrow strip of glass between the foil and the edges of the letters. The foil will 
prevent the backing cement from spreading over the glass where it is not required. 

Permit the backing cement to dry until set, but not thoroughly dry and then strip off all of the 
foil from around the letters and remove the small pieces of foil from the centers of the letters. 

DO NOT WASH WINDOW FOR FIVE DAYS. 

IF SIGN IS TO HAVE BLACK BACKGROUND 

After all of the letters are in place, mark off the panel in the foil using one leg of the dividers 
so as to leave a ribbon of foil marking the boundary of the panel. 
Remove all foil except ribbon around the edge of the panel. 
Permit the water that was used to stick the foil to the window to dry. 

Flow a generous coat of No. 320 backing cement over the letters and windows. Be sure to thor- 
oughly seal the edges of the letters. 

Allow the backing cement to dry until slightly set and remove the foil that was left on the win- 
dow to mark the boundary of the panel. 

DO NOT WASH THE WINDOW FOR FIVE DAYS.

■ a beautiful vedi green. 

By the use of a chemical process, we can imitate the natural verdi green. An additional charge 
of $1.00 to $6.00 must be made for this finish. 
Sprayed lacquer finishes such as black, 
lacquer verdii green, lacquer bronzes, etc. are 
applied at no extra charge.
